".d gone out of business. Boswell 
denied he had. 

Boswell was acquitted here in 
1927 of the charge of using the 
mails to defraud in making an al- 
leged false financial statement in 
behalf of the Vogue Apparel Co., 
which ‘ater went into bankruptcy. 
His firm, Boswell & Scheer, had of- 
fices in the Merchants-Laclede 
Building.

Government to Allow Tenants 


To Use Land It Dispossesses Them 
Of Under Cotton Control Scheme 


Washington Officials 


Plan to Give Renter 


and Sharecropper as Much Protec- 


tion as Law Allows.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26. — A 


part of the 15,000,000 acres of cot- 
ton land the Government expects to 
rent next year will be available for 
the use—probably free—of tenants 
who may be dispossessed by the pro- 


gram. 

The cotton plan calls for the re- 
duction of land planted to the staple 
from the past average of 40,000,000 
to about 25,000,000 acres for 1934. 
The prospect that thousands of fam- 
ilies might be forced from the land 
as a result has been one of the chief 
concerns of the Farm Administra- 
tion. 

An intensive study of the situation 
has been made within the adminis- 
tration and the contract that will 
be offered the growers is being 
drawn. 

The Government intends to write 
into it just as much protection for 
the renter and sharecropper as the

law allows. It will 
division of benefit payments 
tween the landlord and tenant. 

These payments include a rental, 
ranging from $3 to $11 an acre to 
be paid to the owner by the Gov- 
ernment for land taken out of pro- 
duction, and a guarantee of parity 
price for a part of the crop. 

However, growers who do not ac- 

tually contract to cut acreage will 
receive neither the rental payments 
mor the parity guarantee. 
. The Farm Aaministration takes 
the position it will have control 
over the land on which it will pay 
rent and if the need arises this will 
be turned over to tenants for whom 
no place remains. 

In some sections, particularly in 
Oklahoma and Texas, where land 
has been put to cotton in recent 
years, there are reports of many 
cases where landlords live far away 
from the soil. Already agitation for 
the protection of tenants has begun 
in those areas.

DEGLARES NRA 
DOESNT IMPERIL 
LIBERTY OF PRESS 


Prof. Lindsay Rogers Says 
Newspapers Belong Un- 
der Code Same as Other 


Businesses.

CITES OBEDIENCE 
TO LABOR LAWS 


Asserts Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Acts Have Been 
Accepted Without Charge 
of Loss of Rights. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 26.—Prof. Lind- 
say Rogers of Columbia University 
today told delegates to the United 
Typothetae of America convention 
that there was no challenge to the 
freedom of the press in the national 
recovery program. 

Prof. Rogers, a Deputy Adminis- 
trator of the NRA, said newspapers 
had no better right to claim ex- 
emptions under the National In- 
dustrial Recovery act than had bar- 
ber shops, hotels and retail estab- 
lishments. 

The constitutional guarantee of 
liberty of the press did not mean 
liberty to refuse to submit a code, 
said Rogers. 

“So far as I know,” he said, “no 
newspaper has ever maintained 
that state constitutional guarantees 
of freedom of the press permit news- 


pensation laws, state child labor 
laws and hours of labor laws. In 
so far as hours and wages are con- 
cerned newspapers are in precisely 
the same class as is any other in- 
dustry which, under the recovery 
act, increases the wages and re- 
duces the hours of its employes.” 

Rogers declared. that the most 
eloquent voices on the issue had 
been raised by men who are in the 
newspaper counting rooms and law 
offices, rather than in editorial 
rooms. 

The article in the proposed news- 
paper code which guarantees free- 
dom of press is unnecessary, said 
Rogers, because that freedom al- 
ready is guaranteed by the Constitu- 
tion. 

“But if publishers will feel more 
secure with such a declaration in 
in their code, then they should 
have it,” he added. 

Defenders of the freedom of the 
press have become alarmed over a 
section of the recovery act which 
authorizes the President, in \cetain 


cases, to license industries, said 
Rogers. 
“The President may exercise 


licensing powers only if he finds 
that ‘destructive wage oor price 
cutting or other activities contrary 
to the policy of the recovery act’ 
are being practiced,” he said, “and 
he must give public notice and hear- 
ing before he can act.”

Zeppelin, world-wandering German 
dirigible returning here from Chica- 
go, dropped handling lines and was 
pulled to a landing at the Akron 
Municipal Airport at 4 p. m. East- 
ern Standard Time. 

Scheduled to berth at 3:30 the 
ship arrived 30 minutes ahead of 


an hour while the ground crew was 
assembled.

CHICAGO, Oct. 26.—After a stop 
of less than half an hour in Chicago 
this morning the Graf Zeppelin 
again took to the air while its vet- 
eran commander, Dr. Hugo Eck- 
ener, remained behind to visit the 
World’s Fair. 

The German airship which left 
Akron, O., last night with 24 pas- 
sengers aboard for a trip to Mil- 
waukee, and Chicago, and _ then 
back to Akron, was first sighted 
just before dawn over Lake Michi- 
gan above whose waters it had been 
cruising leisurely throughout the 
early morning hours. Later it was 
seen moving over the exposition 
grounds, Dr. Eckener apparently 
desiring an early morning look at 
the big show. 

Tne ship was landed at the Cur- 
tiss-Wright-Reynolds Airport in 
Suburban Glenview at 7:05 a.m. A 
large ground crew, including 250 
soldiers from Camp Whistler at the 
World’s Fair grounds, under com- 
mand of Maj. E. M. Landrum, took 
the 776-foot air-liner in tow, to per- 
mit Dr. Eckener to land for his 
round of festivities. 

A stiff wind was blowing from 
the south at an altitude of 2000 feet 
when the great ship loomed up 
from the haze of the south of the 
airport, but the velocity at the 
ground was only 14 miles an hour, 
and no difficulty was experienced 
in getting down to earth. 

Dr. Eckener will rejoin the crew 
in Akron for the homeward jour- 
ney to Friedrichshafen, Germany, 
by way of Seville, Spain. 

While the dirigible was moored 
at the airport, several passengers 
disembarked and seven boarded it 
for the return trip to Akron. Those 
going aboard were: Ulysses Grant 
Smith of Chicago; C. E. Schmidt, 
of the Hamburg-American Line; V. 
L. Smith of New York City; R. J. 
Blair, L. P. Furclow, R. D. Wilson 
and K. L. Fickes, Blimp pilots of 
the Goodyear-Zeppelin Corporation. 
Wilson announced that he would 
continue aboard as a passenger to 
Germany.

Estate Divided Among Widow, 
.Son and Daughter After 
Individual Bequests. 


The will of Philip DeCatesby 
Ball, disposing of an estate which 
included ownership of the St. Louis 
Browns, the Sportsman’s Park 
ground and grandstand, and large 
holdings in refrigerating and other 
business enterprises, was filed to- 
day in Clayton Probate Court. 

The will contained no mention of 
the Browns, and only an incidental 
reference to the stock holdings of 
the estate. The estate, after specific 
bequests to individuals amounting 
to $24,500, is divided among the 
widow, son and daughter, the wid- 
ow and son to have their portions 
held in trust, the daughter to re- 
ceive one-fourth outright. The wid- 
ow is Mrs. Harriet Ball, the qaugh- 
ter, Mrs. William R. Cady, 27 Lenox 
place, and the son James P. Ball 
of Fayetteville, Ark. 

Under the terms of the will, it 
appears, the future of the Browns 
will depend on the executors of the 
estate, who are Louis B. von Weise 
and Miss Ella M. Jacoby, the lat- 
ter Mr. Ball’s secretary. A third 
executor, S. L. Swarts, was named 
in the will, but has declined to 
serve. 

The residence at 1301 South Flor- 
issant road, Fergugon, is left to 
Mrs. Ball, in care of von Weise, 
William R. Cady and the Mississip- 
pi Valley Trust Co. as trustees, with 
the power to sell it if she wishes 
and apply the proceeds to her use. 
After this bequest and the $24,500 
money bequests, the residue of the 
estate is Jeft as follows: 

One-fourth, outright, to the 
daughter, Mrs. Cady; one-half in 
trust for Mrs.*Ball, with the trus- 
tees previously named, and one- 
fourth in trust to James P. Ball, 
same trustees. The son, it is pro- 
vided, shall not be permitted to 
assign or mortgage any sum in ad- 
vance of actual payment to him by 
the trustees.

That the bill, enacted, would 
wipe out the small dealer and the 
independent trucker of coal from 
the Belleville mines. 

That it would cut down the re- 
ceipts of the Municipal Bridge, 
now devoted to relief work, by 
hundreds of dollars a day. 

That it would throw hundreds 
of miners out of work in the 
Belleville area. 

That it would increase the price 
of coal 75 cents to $1.50 the ‘ton. 

That it anticipates regulation 
expected later from the NRA. 
Advocates of the proposed legis- 

lation argued that it was needed to 
prevent misleading advertising, now 
said to be used by many dealers, 
that it would cut down = short- 
weighing and other frauds and that 
it would eliminate irresponsible 
dealers. Unanimously they con- 
ceded that the $250 annual license 
fee might be too high and could 
well be reduced. They argued, 
however, that revocation of license, 
possible under the bill on complaint 
of the Inspector of Weights and 
Measures, would be an effective 
preventive of irregular practices.

Shepard Morgan Examined 
on Report by Agent on 
Waste on Capitol After 
Bank Made Loan. 


CONTINUED ITS 
LOANS AFTER THAT 


In Prospectus on Bond Is- 
sue to Repay Itself, De- 
pository Misled Public 
Pecora Declares.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—The 
Senate Wall Street investigators 
learned today that although the 
Chase National Bank had a report 
from one of its own vice-presidents 
giving details of graft in Cuba un- 
der former President Machado, the 
bank and its affiliate, the Chase Se- 
curities Corporation, continued to 
advance money for the Cuban pub- 
lic works program. 

Most of the Chase officers laugh- 
ed when they saw that Ferdinand 
Pecora, committee counsel, intend- 
ed to offer in evidence a letter writ- 
ten by James Bruce, son of the late 
Senator Bruce of Maryland, which 
charged that the then Cuban Min- 
ister of Public Works, Carlos 
Miguel Cespedes, wanted to “spend 
all the money he can possibly ex- 
tract from us or any other credit 
givers.” One who did not laugh was 
Winthrop W. Aldrich, present head 
of the Chase Bank, who recently 
demanded that the Senate Commit- 
tee immediately investigate the 
Cuban loan to put a stop to “exag- 
gerated newspaper stories” to the 
effect that he was attempting to 
block the Cuban investigation. 

For brutal frankness, the letter 
offered today was on a par with 
Bruce’s “confidential memorandum,” 
introduced Tuesday, which report- 
ed that President Machado’s son- 
in-law, Jose Obregon, who received 
$12,000 a year from the Chase group 
as joint manager of the Havana 
branch, was “perfectly useless” for 
business, could not “negotiate” or 
bring in new business. 

“Machado the Boss.” 

The letter was writen on July 17, 
1930, directly after Bruce’s return 
from Havana. The pertinent parts 
follow: 

“With regard to the Government, 
there is no question that Presi- 
dent Machado has entire command 
of the situation and that there is 
only one boss. I met all of the mem- 
bers of the cabinet and they are 
all rubber stamps for the chief, with 
the possible exception of Cespedes, 
who has ideas of his own, and 
ideas which are dangerous for the 
welfare of the country, as all he 
wants to do is to spend all the 
money he can possibly extract from 
us or any other credit givers.” 

$18,000,000 Unnecessarily Spent. 

“He was not content only with 
having spent $18,000,000 unneces- 
sarily on the Capitol, but had in 
mind building a large legal center 
at Government expense,.of which 
the chief item was to be an insti- 
tute of international law, costing 
$1,000,000. Also his ideas for the 
Havana water works and paving 
have risen from an estimated cost 
of $18,000,000 to $40,000,000. He also 
has a great many other expensive 
ideas as to what ought to be done. 

“The American Ambassador 
(Harry F. Guggenheim) is putting 
up a stiff opposition to any further 
waste of money, and naturally they 
will be handicapped because I do 
not believe that anybody will loan 
the money to them.” 

After relating that he had dis- 
cussed the Chase loans with Presi- 
dent Machado and members of the 
Cabinet, Bruce continued: 

“The various members of the 
Cabinet were very careful not to 
discuss with me this Havana water 
works proposition. Because natur- 
ally they all have a big graft in it, 
and what they would like to do is 
to get our money first for build- 
ing the highway and then it would 
be easy for them to pay for the 
other in obligations of various 
kinds, thereby impairing their own 
credit. 

Gauging Cuba’s Assets. 

“In talking to the Secretary of 
the Treasury, he mentioned an 
amount of $40,000,000 for a loan and 
said that receipts were averaging 
around $1,700,000. I told him that 
6 per cent interest on $40,000,000 
would come to about $2,400,000, and 
that it seemed to me that he should 
have a substantial amount for amor- 
tization. He then said he thought 
possibly the loan could be cut 
down to $20,000,000 which would 
leave plenty of leeway, and this is 
just about the state of mind that 
they are now in, and the worst thing 
we could do would be to advance 


‘them any more money, unless we 


were in entire control of their capi- 
tal expenditures for a reasonable 
time.

“We may have some trouble in

Shepard Morgan,second vice-prest- 
dent of the Chase Bank, who iden- 
tified the Bruce letter, testified that 


‘at the time this letter was written 
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the Cuban Government had a $20,- 
000,000 bank loan from the Chase 
group. He identified another letter 
written by William H. Eddy, an- 
other Chase officer, to Halstead 
Freeman, president of the Security 
Co., saying that it might be well to 
advance an additional $5,000,000 to 
the Government. 

Morgan said this proposal fell 
through because the Cuban Gov- 
ernment thought this amount too 
small. Morgan later testified that 
the bank on three occasions ad- 
vanced money to the Government 
to meet its obligations on public 
works certificates held by the 
American investing pubiic. and 
that it had finally extended its own 
loan of, $20,000,000 until March 4, 
1935. 

Prospectus Criticised. 
An hour and a half of the morn- 
ing session was taken up over a 
dispute whether the Chase group 
had misled the American investing 
public when its circular describing 
a $40,000,000 refunding bond issue 
said that the total funded debt of 
Cuba was $87,000,000 exclusive of 
$20,000,000 of public works certifi- 
cates, when as a matter of fact, the 
bankers held $30,000,000 of the same 
certificates and $10,000,000 of other 
obligations and the Government 
had a floating debt of $5,000,000 
making a total actual debt accord- 
ing to Pecora of about $150,000,000. 

A. M. Williams, counsel for the 
Chase group, admitted that the 
phrasing of the circular could have 
been improved on and _ conceded 
that the $40,000,000 bank debt was 
an “outstanding” obligation of the 
Government. He contended, how- 
ever, that the phrasing of the cir- 
cular was “not important” because 
the bankers knew the details ef the 
Government’s obligations. 

“That’s the trouble,” observed 
Senator Couzens. “The circular did 
not states the facts. The public 
doesn’t know all the things that 
the bankers know.” 

Pecora Is Sarcastic. 
After Charles F. Batchelder, an- 
other Chase vice-president, had 
tried to explain the phrasing of the 
circular, Pecora observed: “We 
have three different expressions 
from three representatives of the 
bank, and yet it is said that the 
meaning of this circular is perfect- 
ly clear.” 
Examining Morgan 
Bruce’s reports of graft in the 
Cuban Cabinet, Pecora asked 
whether it was conceivable that 
the Chase bank had known about 
the graft conditions prior to the 
Bale of the $40,000,000 worth of re. 
funding bonds to the American 
public. This sale was made six 
months before the writing of the 
letter. 
“I have no idea,” Morgan replied. 
“I can only call attention to the 
fact that we held only 35 per cent 
of the public works Obligations of 
the Government.” 
A portion of a letter from the 
Chase National Bank files was 
withheld from the record after a 
hasty consultation with W. W. Al- 
drich, president of the bank. 
The letter was withheld on mo- 
tion of Senator Goldsborough 
(Rep.), Maryland, and the sugges- 
tion of Pecora. 
There was no indication of the 
contents of the particular part of 
the letter withheld, but the letter 
was to L. 8. Rosenthall, head of 
the Chase branch in Havana, from 
T. M. Findley, Chase executive in 
New York, dated Nov. 9, 1932. 

Loans to Retire Notes. 

Bankers aided Cuba to meet pay- 
ments on serial certificates due in 
June 30, 1932, Morgan said, by ad- 
vancing $2,278,000. He also testified 
to further advances in December of 
1982 and June of 1933, bringing the 
total up to more than $6,500,000 to 
meet serial note retirements. 

Pecora read part of the letter 
from Findlay to Rosenthal with 
the exception of the paragraph ex- 
cluded from the record by the com- 
mittee. 

Findlay said Machado had given 
warning that unless Cuba got $4, 
000,000 from the bank, the Govern- 
ment would have to go into “full 
and complete default” and would 
do s0.

Conditions Bad in Cuba. 

After that payment, Morgan add- 
ed, Cuba’s problem became much 
easier because peak payments on 
the serial certificates had passed.

Welles Sees Bank Officers. 

The letter about Welles follows: 
“As you know, President Roosevelt 
has appointed Mr. Sumner Welles 
to be Ambassador to Cuba. Mr. 
Welles was in the office yesterday 
and talked with Mr. Aldrich, Mr. 
Morgan, Mr. Rosenthall and myself. 


He expects to. sail, I think, on 
Thursday of this week. 
“Rosenthall gave Mr. Welles 


quite a bit of background and in 
response to Mr. Welles’ questions, 
outlined as nearly as any one can 
outline the present financial posi- 
tion of the Government. Mr. Welles 
did not, however, indicate to us just 
what is in his mind with respect to 
Cuba but in closing the interview, 
we suggested that our Havana of- 
fice would be very happy to be of 
any assistance possible to him. He 
accepted this suggestion and stated 
that he expected to avail himself 
of our information and service. 
“Rather Stand-Offish.” 

“This note is to tell you of the 
meeting and to say that you may 
put yqurself on a confidential basis 
with Mr. Welles. Shortly after his 
arrival, it would be & good idea for 
you to call at the embassy and meet 
Mr. Welles and again offer your 
services. 

“We have been unable to find a 
complete record of Mr. Welles to 
furnish you. He is a career man 
and is very highly spoken of as be- 
ing most capable. For your strictly 
personal and confidential informa- 
tion, he impresses us as being 
rather stand-offish in his attitude 
and not incline@ to take anyone in- 
to his confidence. 

“He may, therefore, be somewhat 
difficult to get on an entirely satis- 
factory basis with, but I am quite 
sure that you will be able to estab- 
lish friendly relations.”

BILLS 10 RAISE STATE 
INGOME TAX OFFERED 


Boosts Provided of from 33 1-3 
to 200 Pct. as Substi- 
tute for Sales Levy. 


(By Jefferson City Correspondent 

of the Post-Dispatch.) 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 26.— 
Two bills to in¢rease the State in- 
come tax, one by 50 per cent and 
the other carrying increases rang- 
ing from 331-3 per cent to 200 per 
cent for the various brackets, were 
introduced in the House today, as 
possible substitutes for pending 
sales tax measures. 

Representative Whitaker (Rep.) 
of Hickory County, announced he 
was “unalterably opposed to a 
sales tax,” in offering a bill provid- 
ing a flat 50 per cent increase in 
each of the brackets for individual 
net incomes, now ranging from 1 
per cent to 4 per cent, and in the 
flat 2 per cent tax on corporation 
net income. 

Whitaker said he believed the 
Governor’s estimate of additional 
revenue required, approximating 
$13,500,000, was too large, and that 
about $7,000,000 would meet the re- 
quirements. 

If additional revenue is required, 
Whitaker said, it could be raised 
through new taxes to_be levied on 
intoxicating liquors, and increases 
in the State income and inheritance 
taxes. 

Representative Couey of Pettis 
County introduced a bill calling for 
a flat increase of 2 pe> cent in each 
of the individual income rates and 
in the corporation rate. 

This measure would have the ef- 
fect of increasing the present 1 per 
cent rate for the smallest taxable 
incomes by 200 per cent, while only 
increasing the highest individual 
rate of 4 per cent by 331-3 per cent. 

Several other taxation measures 
were introduced in the House. Rep- 
resentative McGhee of Greene 
County proposed retention of the 
five-cent State general revenue tax 
on realestate and personal proper- 
ty, with a provision that two-thirds 
of the collections be set aside for 
support of the insane. Gov. Park 
recommended repeal of, the five- 
cent general revenue property tax. 

Representative Drury of St. Gene- 
vieve County introduced a trading 
stamp bill, providing a tax of 5 per 
cent on sales on merchandise where 
trading stamps are issued to the 
purchaser.

‘GOLD PRICE FOR 
DAY AT $3.5

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt acted today to regu- 
larize his gold purchase-commodity 
price lifting policy, with the value 


of $31.54 an ounce placed on the 
metal being bought at the time. 

This level was 18 cents above the 
price set yesterday and ‘48 cents 
above quotations in London based 
on the $4.75 valuation to the pound 
in early dealings there. 

The dollar moved narrowly in 
foreign exchange dealings in New 
York during the day, with a ratio 
of $4.74 to the pound being reached. 

The President promulgated an ex- 
ecutive order under the Emergency 
Banking Act of last March author 
izing R. F. C. purchase of newly 
mined gold and revoking an earlier 
ruling allowing exports of the met- 
al. Under it, export of articles -ub- 
ricated from gold will be permitted. 

Daily Statements of Price. 

The $31.54 price was stipulated 
before the public markets opened 
for the day, the prospect being for 
daily statements of the price. It 
was emphasized, however, that to- 
day’s increase did not necessarily 
mean a daily increase. 

The order, setting out that Fea- 
eral mints and assay offices will re- 
ceive the gold to be purchased, was 
dated as of yesterday for the pur- 
pose of giving validity to transac- 
tions made yesterday. 

Issuance of the order was fol- 
lowed shortly by publication of 
Treasury regulations so phrased as 
to guard against the acceptance of 
gold not newly mined r of metal 
held in violation of previous execu- 
tive orders. 

The regulations specified that the 
metal should not be accepted in 
amounts of less than two ounces of 
fine gold, and said the mints were 
to accept the metal “on consign- 
ment for delivery” to the RFC. 


Rules for Assay Offices. 


Mints and assay offices can ac- 
cept only, such gold as they are 
“satisfied has been recovered from 
natural deposits in the United 
States or any place subject to the 
jurisdiction thereof, provided, how- 
ever, that no gold shall be received 
under the provisiéns hereof which 
in the opinion of the mint was held 
at any time in non-compliance with 
the act of March 9, 1933 and the 
executive orders and regulations is- 
sued thereunder.” 

No gold can be accepted which 
had previously “entered into indus- 
trial or monetary use.” 

Consignments unsuitable for mint 
treatment or which the mints are 
not satisfied meet the requirements 
of the regulations are to be dis- 
posed of in accordance with “ap- 
plicable law,” that is turned over 
to the Federal Reserve System, un- 
der President Roosevelt’s anti- 
hoarding injunction. 

All persons delivering gold must 
execute an affidavit es to the origin 
of the metal; and keep accurate 
records of their mining operations, 
which ‘shall be available for ex- 
amination by a represéntative of 
the Treasury Department for at 
least one year after such delivery.”

ROPER ADVISES INDUSTRY 
TO ALTER SALES METHODS 


Urges Under NRA Emphasis Be 
Placed on’ Goods That Con- 
sumer Needs.

NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—Daniel C. 


Roper, Secretary of Commerce, told 
a group of sales executives today 
that industry must change its sales 


and marketing approach and phi- 
losophy “to keep abreast of the or- 
ganized and socialized improve- 
ments growing out of the national 
recovery program.” 

Roper, speaking before the Sales 
Executives’ Club of New York, 
said there were inherent weak- 
nesses in our sales and distribu- 
tion processes that must be cor- 
rected if the NRA is to succeed. 

“In the past our main emphasis 
was placed on the producer,” he 
said, “but in the future, major con- 
sideration should be accorded the 
consumer. Less attention was giv- 
en to an analysis of what products 
the consumer wanted and more at- 
tehtion was given to selling prod- 
ucts already fabricated without due 
attention to the needs of the con- 
sumer.” 

The Secretary of Commerce said 
that the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce will shortly 
begin the release of monthly retail 
indexes in the principal fields of 
retail trade.

such articles for the bullion value.” 

The regulations were signed by 
Secretary Woodin and bore the no- 
tation: “Approved, Franklin D.

HORSE RAGE BET BILL 


Representative Finney. Also 
Would Legalize Certificate 
System in Missouri.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 26.— 
The pari mutuel and certificate sys- 
tems of betting on horse racing 
would be legalized in Missouri, un- 
der a bill introduced in the House 
today by Representative Finney of 
Franklin County, who said it was a 
“State revenue measure.” 

Terms of the bill are such that 
betting on dog racing would not be 
legalized. Defeat of the Wisdom 
bill in the regular session of the 
Legislature earlier this year was 
attributed in a large measure to 
inclusion of dog racing in the Dill. 
That bill was passed by the Senate 
but was beaten in the House. 
Finney declared the bill was his 
own, and that it was not sponsored 
by any particular group of horse- 
men or racing interests. 

The bill would create a State 
Racing Commission of three mem- 
bers, appointed by the Governor, 
which would adopt and enforce reg- 
ulations for the conduct of horse 
racing, and issue licenses for race 
meetings. : 

$800 a Day in St. Louis Area. 
The license fee for a racing meet 
in St. Louis, or within 15 miles of 
the city, would be $800 a day. For 
meets in Kansas City or within 15 
miles of the city, the fee would be 
$400 a day. Inf addition to these 
fees the commission would collect 
20 cents of each paid admission to 
the meets. ‘ 

No definite provision is made for 
racing meetings elsewhere in the 
State, except in conjunction with 
the State Fair, and county or dis- 
trict fairs and agricultural exposi- 
tions. The license fee for racing at 
such fairs would be a total of $50 
for a six-day meet. 

Racing in the vicinity of St. Louis 
and Kansas City would be limited 
to not more than 31 days for one 
meet, and not more than a total of 
61 days for all meets at a track in 
a year. Elsewhere in the State the 
time limit for a meet would be six 
days. Racng on Sunday would be 
prohibited. 

20-Cent Tax on Each Ticket. 
The management of a_ track 
would be required to post_a bond 
of $25,000 to guarantee payment of 
the daily license fee and the State’s 
20-cent share of each paid admis- 
sion. The commission, in consider- 
ing an application for a_ license, 
would be required to inquire into 
the character and reputation of the 
applicant, and to satisfy itself that 
the racing meet would be “honestly 
and fairly conducted.” 

Revenue received by the State 
Raving Commission, after deduc- 
tion of operating expenses, would 
be placed in the general revenue 
fund of the State. 

Despite existing laws, and Su- 
preme Court decisions that the cer- 
tificate system of betting on racing 
is illegal] in Missouri, horse racing 
has been conducted for several 
years at the Riverside track near 
Kansas City. The betting system 
employed is similar to the certifi- 
cate system.

EATORTION NOTES 


U. S. Attorney Breuer to 
Present It"to Grand Jury 
if Facts Warrant It, He 
Announces. __ 


Assistant United States Attorney 
Stattler, who announced Tuesday 
that he would not prosecute a 19- 
year-old high school student of 
prominent family, who mailed ex- 
tortion notes to eight St. Louisans, 
was overruled by his superior, Unit- 
ed Stafes Attorney Breuer. 

In a statement given to the press 
the District Attorney announced he 
would go into the file of the case, 
and if the ‘acts were as repre- 
sented, would present the case to 
the grand jury. 

His assistant’s decision in the 
matter, he said, was made without 


| knowledge of the District Attorney. 


He added that should an indict- 
ment be returned in the case, clem- 
ency would be exercised, if at all, 
only by the District Court. 

Breuer’s statement follows: 

“My attention has been directed 
to an editorial in an afternoon 
hewspaper concerning a statement 
given out by an assistant inthis 
Louis 
youth who had written extortion 
letters to certain St. Louis citizens 
and a further statement by the as- 
sistant that the case would not be 
further prosecuted, and that the 
boy had been returned to the cus- 
tody of his father. 

“I desire to say in this connec- 
tion that this case was handled by 
the Postoffice Inspectors and by the 
assistant in my office, and was not 
called to my attention; and I want 
to say further that I fully appre- 
ciate the sericusness of this offense 
and that in line with the policy of 
this office as it has come to us 
from the Attorney-General I shall 
personally go into the file in this 
case, acquaint myself with the 
facts, and if they are as they ap- 
pear to be on the surface they cer- 
tainly will be presented to the 
grand jury for their consideration; 
and if an indictment is returned, if 
there is any pakole or further con- 
sideration to be\shown the young 
man it will be at exercised by 
the court, as far this office is 
concerned.” 

Amplifying his prepared state- 
ment, the District Attorney said: 

“As long as I am United States 
Attorney in this district no writers 
of extortion letters, if apprehended, 
will escape an inquiry by the grand 
jury.” 

The student’s first letters, written 
in September, were addressed to St. 
Louisans whose names were taken 
from social items in newspapers. 
Efforts to apprehend. the writer 
were without result at that time, 
but later he concentrated his ef- 
forts on two more persons, and in- 
cidentally mentioned his own name 
in the notes as the victim of a band 
of kidnapers. This clew led to his 
detection. 

The lengthy letters demanded 
$4000 and in some cases, $5000. 
They carried the threat that if the 
police were notified, “you will re- 
gret it as long as your mind is clear 
to reason.” The specific threat in 
each case was based on 
loon, an envelope filled with the 
most deadly gas known, which can 
easily be sent through the mail, 
and is harmless except to the per- 
son opening it.” 

In announcing that the youth 
would not be prosecuted, Stattler 
explained that he did not think he 
was “quite bright.”

Mrs. Hussey’s deposition related 
that some of the loans to Robert’s 
company were made in an effort 
to assure that earlier loans would 
be repaid. Robert Hussey’s depo- 
sition brought out that the com- 
pany which borrowed the money is 
insolvent. 

Mrs. Bailey, an attractive bru- 
nette, 26 years old and the young- 
est in the family, was asked 
whether she considered herself a 
good business woman. She _ re- 
sponded that, at least, she had gain- 
ed lots of experience in the past 
few years, since learning that the 
estate had lent more,.than $400,000 
to Robert Hussey. 


Before that, she conceded, she 
had known notheing of the busi- 
ness of the estate, other than that 
from time to time she received 
dividends from it. The loan to Rob- 
ert, she indicated, seemed objec- 
tionable to her as “a case of putting 
too many eggs in one basket.” The 
loan was made in 1927, and about 
$211,000 of it is still unpaid. 


Friendly With Relatives. 


Mrs. Bailey, who lives in New 
York, and the members of the fam- 
ily who are defendants in her suit, 
have emerged in friendly conversa- 
tion during the four days it has 
been on trial before Circuit Judge 
Calhoun. 

It was on a visit to St. Louis in 
December, 1928, Mrs. Bailey tes- 
tified, that she learned the estate 
had lent $400,000 to the Hussey 
Lumber Products Co., organized 
by Robert.

Condemnation Commission- 
ers Reopen Case of Their 
Own Volition After Criti- 
cism.

EXPECT TO FINISH . 
BY END OF YEAR 


City Delayed Filing Orig- 
inal Report, Damage 
Awards in Which Were 
Called Excessive. 


Condemnation dmmissioners in 
the city’s acquisition of right-of- 
way for the River des Peres drain- 
age Works have reopened the case 
of their own volition to increase 
the benefit charges on land in- 
yolved in the construction. 

On much of the land through 
which the combination closed sewer 
and open storm channel runs some 
benefits were assessed. This was 
done on the theory that the land 
left to an owner after part had 
been taken for the’ improvement 
was enhanced in value through the 
elimination of floods and odors. The 
commissioners say it is easier to 
visualize benefits now that the 
drainage works are virtually com- 
pleted than it was before. There- 
fore, they think they will find that 
greater benefits may be charged 
against a considerable part of the 
land. 

The benefits on land involved in 
the improvement are set up as 
credits against the damages due 
these owners from the city for the 
land taken. City engineers and 
lawyers have called the damage 
awards of the commissioners gross- 
ly excessive. The city had antici- 
pated, in planning the drainage 
that total benefits would 
come within at least $500,000 of to- 
tal damages, but the commission- 
ers’ original report showed _ the 
city’s share of the cost of right-of- 
way would be $1,126,895, or more 
than twice this amount. Funds 
for paying this have been lacking, 
so the city deliberately delayed fil- 
ing the commissioners’ reports in 
Circuit Court. 

No Change in Damages Planned. 

In these circumstances the com- 
missioner were not discharged, al- 


finished when they reported July 
2, 1931. They are: George T. Kol- 
las and George Diepenbrock, real 
estate dealers, and Bertram New- 
ton, lawyer. They renewed delib- 
erations about two months ago, 
without public announcement, and 
expect to be through by the end of 
the year. ° 

At present, they say, they cannot 
tell the approximate result of their 
new activity. It is possible they 
may increase benefits charged 
against land near the drainage 
works but not taken by the im- 
provement. 
tually would have to be paid by 
the property owners. The commis- 
sioners do not plan to change their 
damage awards, however. 

Gross damages were fixed by the 
commissioners originally at $1,727,- 
776. Net damages, after deduction 
of credits for benefits assessed on 
land involved in the work, were $1,- 
427,004. It is in the latter item the 
principal change is anticipated. 
Cash benefits on land not involved 
in the work were $300,109, leaving 
the city’s share of $1,126,895. 

In many instances, the city has 
made cash settlement of damages 
for less than the amounts fixed by 
the commissioners. These payments 
total $765,909, or $110,323 less than 
if the report on net damages had 
been followed. These settlements 
include the instances where the 
Missouri Pacific and Frisco ,rail- 
roads had been allowed $218,000 and 
$154,000, respectively, for readjust- 
ment of bridges over the channel. 

48 Settlements to Be Made. 

There are 48 pieces of property 
on which settlement remains to be 
made. The commissioners fixed net 
damages on these at $550,770. Out- 
standing is the case of the Scullin 
Steel Co., which received a net 
damage allowance of $334,914, al- 
though city officials assert its prop- 
erty was greatly benefited. _ 

On Aug. 11 a motion was filed in 
Circuit Court in the name of an in- 
terested property owner for the city 
to show why the commissioners’ re- 
port should not be filed. It was ar- 
gued by counsel for the plaintiff 
and the city, but has not been acted 
on. The motion asserted that prop- 
erty owners involved could not sel! 
their land free of encumbrance, 
could not collect damage awards 
and could not file exceptions before 
the filing of the report. 

The 1923 bond issue provided $11,- 
000,000 for the 13-mile River des 
Peres Drainage Works. The job 
has been completed except for & 
1000-foot stretch at the mouth, now 
under construction. Cost of build- 


jing the works, including the pres- 


ent contract, was $10,678,200, or less 
than 2 per cent more than the 1923 
estimate of $10,500,000.

laundries and linen supply firms in 
locking out employes rather than to 
submit to union demands has re 
ceived the indorsement of the As- 
sociated Laundry Owners of Kan- 
sas City, it was announced today by 
Roy Rauschkolb, secretary of the 
St. Louis Laundry Board of Trade 
and of the Missouri Laundry Men’s 
Association. 

Rauschkolb made public a tele- 
gram in which the Kansas City 
laundrymen urge their fellow 
tradesmen in St. Louis “to stand 
by your guns.” “This is not a 
situation affecting St. Louis alone, 
but one involving the industry 
throughout the United States,” the 
wire continues. “We pledge you 
our united support and sympathy, 


anti want you to call on us for any 
financial help or any other assist- 
ance we can render.” 

A strike of drivers 10 days ago at 
eight laundries, which refused to 
negotiate with the newly organized 
Laundry, Linen and Towel Chauf- 
feurs’ Local Union No. 366, was fol- 
lowed two days later by a lockout 
of inside workers at these plants 
and similar action against all em- 
ployes at 50 other places. Rausch- 
kolb has stated repeatedly that the 
laundries will not reopen until the 
union demands are withdrawn. 
Union leaders say the strike has the 
indorsement of the International 
Teamsters’ Union, and the Central 
Trades and Labor Union, and de- 
clares they have no intention of 
yielding. 

Twenty-seven laundries, including 
one member of the Laundry Board 
of Trade, signed agreements with 
their union drivers. Although work- 
ing at top speed, these plants are 
hard-pressed to handle the rush of 
business resulting from the closing 
of 58 large laundries. 

Also the lockout has been a boon 
to laundresses, but is not quite so 
welcome to cooks and house maids, 
who, in many homes, have been 
pressed into emergency service in 
the family laundry. ‘ 

As a result of the inconvenience, 
many customers of the closed laun- 
dries have suggested a “cash and 
carry” plan similar to that in the 
cleaning industry. The laundrymen 
have refused to entertain the sug- 
gestion, declaring such operation 
would cause them heavy loss. Such 
a plan probably would meet with 
resistance from the organized in- 
side laundry workers, who, though 
presenting no demands, have voted 
support to the drivers.

No Place to 
Handle Drinks Exclusively. 


The retail liquor business in Mis- 


forms of business, with a rule that 
liquor sales must be not more than 
50 per cent of the sales of any 
establishment, under a proposed 
Missouri liquor control law, copies 
of which have been sent by the 
State Advisory Committee to mem- 
bers of the Legislature, State and 
county officials. 

The proposed law provides that 
the package sale of liquor shall be 
conducted by drug, grocery and 
general merchandise stores, which 
must have not less than $1000 
worth of goods, besides liquor, in 
stock, and that liquor sales in each 
store shall be limited to 50 per cent 
of its gross business. 

It provides that sale of liquor by- 
the drink shall be in restaurants, 
clubs and hotels, and again that the 
revenue from liquor must not ex- 
ceed 50 per cent of the gross busi- 
ness of any place. 

Under this plan, there would be 
no places for the sale of liquor ex- 
clusively, either in packages or by 
the drink. 

Joseph T. Davis, chairman of the 
Advisory Committee, said the bill 
would not be introduced into the 
Legislature until there has been 
time for study and criticism of the 
committee’s plan. “Now is the time 
for citizens to express themselves,” | 
Davis said in a circular accom- 
panying the draft of the proposed 
law. “To criticise after the law is 
enacted is of no benefit.” 

The purpose of the 50 per cent 
limit, Davis said, is to curtail the 
retail liquor dealer’s incentive to 
increase liquor sales. 

Creation of a State liquor control 
commission of three members, to 
control issuance of permits for the 
sale of liquor, is proposed by the 
committee. No part of this duty 
would be left to local officials. The 
Governor would appoint the com- 
missioners, one of whom would be 
a lawyer and one a certified public 
accountant. The commissioners 
would receive $7500 a year each, 
and inspectors serving under them 
would receive $1800 a year. Fees 
would be divided, 40 per cent to the 
State, 30 per cent to the county and 
80 per cent to the municipality. 

Provision is made for inspection, 
and: revocation of permits for in- 
fractions of the law. The fees would 
range from $1000 a year for manu- 
facturers to $100 for sale on boats. 
Wholesalers would pay $500; re- 
tailers, $200; hotels, $400; restau- 
rants or cafes, $300; clubs, $200;

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WISCONSIN MILK 
PRODUCERS JOIN 
FARMERS STRIKE 


Plan to Halt Movement of 
Milk and Produce in Mil- 
waukee and Chicago 
Market Areas. 


By the Associated Press. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 26.— 
The Wisconsin Co-operative Milk 
Pool, whitch has determined to 
plunge into the National Farmers’ 
holiday strike next Tuesday, laid 
plans today tc halt the movement 
of milk and produce in the Milwau- 
kee and Chicago market areas. 

In outlying regions of the state 
the strike of the Holiday Associa- 
tion was increasing in effectiveness 
as creameries and cheese factories 
continued to close. So the militant 
milk pool, which conducted two bit- 
terly fought strikes this year, de- 
termined to concentrate its power 
in the southeastern section of the 
state. 

Pool directors in a telegram to 
Gov. A. G. Schmedeman asked for 
an embargo on shipment of all 
farm products. The embargo was 
asked, directors said “to avoid any 
violence likely to occur.” There 
was no comment from the Gov- 
ernor. 

Through Walter H. Singler, pool 
president, the directors made three 
suggestions for permanent improve- 
ment of prices for dairy products. 

One plan is legislation prohibiting 
milk plants from operating Sun- 
days and forbidding farmers to sell 
more than average quantities of 
milk Mondays. Another proposal is 
to slaughter one-tenth of the milk 
producing cows, and the third plan 
is allotment of milk a farm may 
produce on the basis of acreage. 

“But these are suggestions we'll 
talk about after the strike,” Singler 
said. 

At Chippewa Falls about 70 pick- 
ets invaded the Model Dairy yester- 
day and dumped 25 cases of bottled 
milk. Police routed them and ar- 
rested two, who were later released 
on the District Attorney’s orders. 
Another band dumped 3500 pounds 
of milk near Wisconsin Rapids. 

At Athens, pickets dumped 400 
pounds of butter from the Mara- 
thon County Creamery churns and 
scattered ashes on it. They poured 
kerosene into milk vats of two oth- 
er plants.

Herring said 
the meeting was not called because 
of the strike, but to consider all 
problems of agriculture.

Dr. Evarts A. Graham and 
Dr. J. J. Singer Report 
Operation on Cancer Pa- 
tient, Who Apparently 
Has Regained Health. 


Successful removal of an entire 
lung in one operation—for the ‘itst 
time in medical history—is reported 
by Dr. Evarts A. Graham and Dr. 


J. J. Singer’ of Washington Univer- 
sity. School of Medicine in this 
week’s Journal of the American 
Medical Association. 

The operation was undertaken 
for bronchial carcinoma, a form of 
cancer in which removal of only 
part of a lung has been reported 
in only six cases in medical litera- 
ture. Such partial removal was 
planned in this case until Dr. Gra- 
ham found in the course of the 
operation that the lower lobe as 
well as the upper must be removed 
to get all the tumor. 

The patient, a Pittsburgh physi- 
cian, rapidly regained apparently 
full health after the operation was 
performed last April 5 at Barnes 
Hospital. The physicians pointed 
out in their report that the case 
seemed to offer hope for some suf- 
ferers of a form of cancer formerly 
considered well-nigh hopeless and 
estimated to comprise 5 to 10 per 
cent of all carcinoma. 

History of the Case. 

As related in the Journal by Dr. 
Graham, professor of surgery, and 
Dr. Singer, associate professor of 
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First Successful Operation 
For Removal of Entire Lung

taken to Barnes Hospital last Feb- 
ruary. He had been ill for seven 
months, with chills, 
running to 104 degrees, coughing 
and pain in the left side. Diagnosis 
Was made in the hospital. Clinical 
and X-ray indications of an ob- 
struction of the upper lobe were 
confirmed by bronchoscopic proof 
of carcinoma in the bronchus, or 
air tube, to that lobe. 
Opening up the chest for so ex- 
tensive an operation required that 
the anesthetic, nitrous oxide or 
“gas,” be administered by the in- 
tratracheal method, through a tube 
inserted through the nose or mouth 
in the trachea, or windpipe. By this 
method, oxygen was forced in un- 
der pressure to compensate for the 
difficulty in breathing caused by 
the admission of atmospheric pres- 
sure through the surgical opening, 
which tended to compress the 
lungs. 
In the operation Dr. Graham 
found that the tumor, originating 
in the upper bronchus, extended 
into the branch to the lower lobe. 
Removal of the entire lung was the 
only solution, but it involved the 
problems of closing off the left 
main bronchus at the windpipe, 
suddenly shutting off the blood ves- 
sel to the left lung and collapsing 
that side of the chest to hold down 
the chance of pus formation in the 
chest cavity. 
The hilus or root Of the lung, in- 
cluding the main bronchus and pul- 
monary artery, was tied off as near 
the windpipe as possihje, the lung 
cut away by electric cautery, the 
stump of the bronchus below a 
catgut ligature destroyed by 
cautery, th<e artery separately tied, 
and the seven lower ribs on the 
left side removed to let the chest 
wall collapse against the bronchial 
stump and eliminate the cavity. 
Second Operation Later. 
Although it was thought that pus 
might develop in the upper part of 
the chest cavity, the upper ribs 
were temporarily left, simply “not 
to do too much operating at once.” 
Pus did form, and this was cleared 
up by the removal of the remain- 
ing two ribs May 22. 
The Journal report pointed out as

In two weeks after the second 
operation, the patient was walking 
about the hospital, and in two 
weeks more, or on June 18, he was 

“looking and feeling 
better than he had for many 
months previously.” His only com- 
plaint was dyspnea, or “shortness 
of breath,” but in a month he was 
taking one-mile walks and driving 
an automobile. 

Although such operations wouid 
require early diagnosis, careful se- 
lection of patients and surgeons 
qualified by special experience, the 
report commented, the hope offered 
for some of the many suffering 
from lung cancer was particularly 
significant, since few, if any, had 
been cured by other means. 

The 48-year-old patient, 16 pounds 
heavier than when he left the hos- 
pital, is handling his extensive 
practice, attended the Chicago 
meeting of the American College 
of Surgeons this month and wrote 
to St. Louis friends a few days ago 
that he could climb three flights of 
stairs with less puffing than some 
of his husky acquaintances.

NRA REORGANIZES, | 


LOUIS POST-DIS 


JOHNSON HEADS 
ENFORCING BOARD 


New Compliance Division 
Established Leaving Polic- 
ing Powers in Adminis- 
tration Hands. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—For- 
mally ordering reorganization of 
the NRA _sstaff, Administrator 
Johnon has established a new com- 
pliance division which will have 
charge of enforcement of perma- 
nent codes throughout the country. 

Johnson will head this section of 
NRA himself, pending appointment 
of a permanent director. He will 
likewise act as chairman of a na- 
tional compliance board which will 
be the final NRA agency to act on 
charges of violation before those 
which defy adjustment of differ- 
ences are turned over to the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission or the At- 
torney-General for punitive action. 

Yesterday’s order also set up a 
trade association division under 
Thomas S. Hammond of Chicago, 
whose job will be “to prepare plans 
for and to advise the organization 
of industry for industrial self gov- 
ernment.” 

Retains Policing Control. 

Important the enforcement 
set-up was order for procedure 
by which complaints will not be re- 
ferred to the code trade authori- 
ties by regional officers unless spe- 
cifically ordered by Johnson him- 
self, so the administration will re- 
tain policing control. Durig crea- 
tion of a permanent regional or- 
ganization, district managers of the 
Department of Commerce in 40 
principal cities will be charged with 
receiving and seeking to dispose of 
all complaints of code violations in 
their respective areas. 

The remainder of the NRA staff 
was divided into four units which 
will be in charge of Deputy Ad- 
ministrators K. M. Simpson, Mal- 
colm Muir, C. C. Williams and 
Arthur D. Whiteside. 

Each will have other deputy ad- 
ministrators under him, together 
with a complete staff of legal, eco- 
nomic, industrial, labor and con- 
sumer advisors permanently as- 
signed to each section. 

Simpson will have charge of met- 
als, coals, automobiles, shipping and 
related industries; Muir, construc- 
tion, machinery, lumber, and metal 
products; Williams, chemicals, 
leather, and miscellaneous manu- 
factures; Whiteside, trades and ser- 
vices, ranging from banks to bar- 
ber shops, textiles and clothing. 

Retail Trade Pians. 

Johnson also announced that, 
pending formal election by the re- 
tail trades of members to the Na- 
tional Retail Trade Council and the 
National Retail Drug Trade Coun- 
cil, the administrative committees 
for the retail code, the boards of 
directors of the several trade asso- 
ciations subscribing to the codes 
would name the council members. 
Each association will have two rep- 
resentatives on the council except 
that two shoe retailers’ associations 
will have one representative each. 

Oscar B. Ryder, chief of the im- 
ports division, was ordered not to 
wait for complaints, but to begin 
immediately a study of import sta- 
tistics to be kept up to date so NRA 
may know whether any products 
are cutting into domestic markets 
unduly. Ryder also was given au- 
thority to question witnesses at any 
hearings which may be held by the 
Tariff Commission on complaints 
originating ynder the Industrial 
act.

CITY TAXES MAY BE 
PAID IN INSTALMENTS 


Collector Koeln’s Office Calls 
Attention to the New 
Law. 


Attention has been called by Col- 
lector Koeln’s office to a new law 
permitting installment payments of 
current city and school taxes in St. 
Louis. It provides for issuance of 
temporary receipts by the Collector 
| for installments of 25 per cent each 
| of the total tax bill. Another new 
| law, providing discounts for ad- 
vance payment of city and school 
taxes here, applies on each install- 
ment. 

There is a legal question as to 
whether payments may be made in 
installments after 1933 tax bills be- 
come delinquent on Dec. 31. Two 
laws passed by the Legislature last 
spring concerning penalties on de- 
| linquent St. Louis city and school 
| taxes would provide for the install- 
| ment payments, but counsel for the 
Collector has held these two laws 
are inoperative. His opinion is that 
another new law, concerning future 
delinquent taxes, has superseded 
these. A court ruling probably will 
be necessary. 

The discount on current tax pay- 
ments is % of 1 per cent during 


ber and % of 1 per cent in Decem- 
ber. The Collector got the tax bills 
a week ago and already has re- 
ceived about $1,000,000 in taxes. 
Few taxpayers so far have taken 


advantage of installment payments. 
State taxes remain due in a lump 
by Dec. 31, without discount, and 
must be paid in full when a first 
installment is paid on local taxes. 

The Collector has dropped the) 
custom of sending postcard notices | 
of bills to taxpayers, who now must | 
inquire the amount of bills and 
specify the month in which pay- 
ment is intended. 

After Dec. 31, under the interpre- 
tation of the Collector's counsel, 
the usual penalty of 1 per cent a 
month will apply on all delinquent 
taxes, with a limit of 10 per cent 
a year, plus a 2 per cent commis- 
sion for the Collector after March 
» K 


Another new law will require the 
Collector to sell delinquent tax bills 
10 months after they become past 
due. This will become operative 
in November, 1934, unless amended 
or knocked out in court. 

In St. Louis County all taxes are 


due in a lump, becoming delinquent / an 


Jan. 1. The provision for sale of 
delinquent tax bilis after 10 months 
will appry there next year. A State- 
wide law remitting penalties on all 
delinquent taxes is in effect this 
year. Under it 50 per cent of the 
usual penalties will be charged on 
payments made by Oct. 31 and 75 
per cent during November and De- | 
cember.

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RESTORING THE 1926 PRICE LEVEL. 

What are the prospects that the 1926 price level 
‘can be restored by deliberately depressing the ex- 
change value of the dollar? Statistical studies of the 
consequences of exchange depreciation in recent his- 
tory nowhere reveal any marked stimulus to com- 
modity exports. 

Depreciation is a game at which more than one 
can play. Depreciation here will induce further de- 
preciation abroad. France, Italy, Belgium, Holland 
and Pdland may be forced off gold in the process. 
New tariffs, quotas and exchange controls may be 
set up to check our exports. It may be necessary to 
depress the dollar by a large amount to bring about 
even a slight increase in domestic prices. When we 
consider that a restoration of the 1926 level would 
require an advance of 60 per cent and that war-time 
inflation carried prices up only 24 per cent in 1917 
and 11 per cent in-1918, the effort we are making 
is at best an experiment. 

Even granting that the administration can put 
prices back to the 1926 level by this means, can 
it keep them there? The President has said that he 
will consider revaluation of the dollar when the 
proper pfice level is restored. Revaluation, accord- 
ing to the plan of the President’s monetary adviser, 
Prof. George F. Warren of Cornell, is to be accom- 
plished by reducing the gold content of the monetary 
unit. If we assume that the dollar is driven down to 
50 cents on the exchanges, and that it is decided to 
stabilize it at this figure, gold in the standard coin 
would be cut from 23.22 grains to 11.61 grains. This, 
by definition, would immediately double the quantity 
of gold dollars in the country. Instead of having 
$4,300,000,000 d, we would have $8,600,000,000. 
What would be - consequence? 

Immediately, the people who are hoarding more 
than $300,000,000 of gold would be able to melt it 
up and turn it in for $600,000;000 as a reward for 
their lack of patriotism. This, however, is a mere 
detail. The Federal Reserve banks would suddenly 
see their gold reserves jump from nearly four billion 
dollars to nearly eight billion dollars. The Govern- 
ment would almost inevitably embark on ambitious 
schemes of public expenditure by selling further is- 
sues of Government bonds to the banks. Business 
men, with fat profits in prospect, would borrow 
heavily from the banks. The banks would lend free 
ly on the basis of their enormously augmented stores 
of gold. The stage would be set for a speculative 
boom of staggering proportions. 

If this boom once got under way, could it be 
checked? Every political pressure would be brought 
to bear to support the advance. Even if the admin- 
istration were able to resist this pressure, it might 
find that the controls in its possession were too weak 
to enable it to call a halt, just as the Reserve Board 
was powerless, in 1928 and 1929, to prevent the mar- 
ket from runhing away. The end could only be a 
crash surpassing in severity the one which we ex- 
perienced in 1929. This is the risk which the ad- 
ministration must inevitably run if it attempts to 
improve the situation by purely monetary means. 

The President proposes, first, to raise prices; sec- 
ond, to prevent them from going above the desired 
level; third, to keep them stable for a generation. 
The third objective is as laudable as the two others; 
but it presents equally serious problems of practical 
accomplishment. The dollar is to be stabilized, pre 
sumably, either by the Fisher plan of varying its gold 
content from month to month or by the Keynes plan 
of fixing its value through the control of the dis- 
count rate. Both plans are ingenious. 

Both are supposed to operate through methods 
which are beyond the knowledge or experience of the 
average citizen. Both have been rejected by the 
weight of informed economic opinion. Their critics 
point out that both plans would require the monetary 
authorities to act on the basis of inadequate and im- 
perfect price statistics: that they would impede the 
movement.of foreign trade; that the Fisher plan

RATIFY THE CHILD LABOR AMENDMENT. 

The drive to obtain ratification of the Federal 
child labor amendment by the Missouri Legislature 
has begun. A resolution to that effect, introduced 
by Floor teatier Keating, is before the House. A 
delegation representing citizens and organizations 
from all parts of the State has waited upon Gov. 
Park to urge that he add the matter to his legislative 
program. 

Both the numerical and the moral support of our 
State are needed for this great humanitarian cause. 
It is true that child labor has been virtually elimi- 
nated from business and industry under the NRA 
codes; but their authority expires in 1935, and a re 
turn of child labor exploitation may be expected at 


and education for the children themselves, and their 


removal from the labor field as competitors with 
adults. The people of Missouri assuredly favor those 
reforms, and the Legislature will be voicing their 
sentiment by ratifying the amendment. 

Only the misinformed and those hoping for profit 
at the expense of children will oppose this action. 
The amendment will not prevent all children under 
18 from working, nor will it keep children from help 
ing their parents at home or on the farm, as erro 
neous conceptions have it. The measure foes not 
write legislation into the Constitution, as the eight- 
eenth amendment does. It merely states that Con- 
gress “shall have power” to curb child labor. The 
exponents of state rights must admit that the evil 
went on unchecked while the country waited for the 
individual states to set their houses in order; that 
Federal action is the only practicable manner of 
freeing the juvenile workers from their drudgery.

Federal Liquor Taxation After Repeal 


HERE are, I suspect, few of us who 
T have as yet really made up our minds 

as to how we should like to see liquor 
dealt with after repeal. The anti-prohibi- 
tionists have hesitated to commit themselves 
to any particular plan, fearing to divide their 
forces. Among the people at large, there 
has been little discussion because there 
have been so many other things to worry 
about. 

Yet there is a landslide for repeal. Ina 
few weeks, the Federal Government and 
those states that are not dry by their own 
Constitutions or their own statutes have to 
take in hand the regulation and the taxa- 
tion of the liquor traffic. How are they to 
go about it? They can make no better be- 
ginning than to study the book called “To- 
ward Liquor Control.” This is the report 
that Mr. Rockefeller asked Messrs. Fosdick 
and Scott to prepare. 

There is no comparable guidebook to the 
problem as Americans must deal with it. A 
whole library of books exists on the general 
subject of liquor control, but there is no 
other book, or, if there is, I have not seen 
it, which analyzes so clearly and compre 
hensively our peculiar problem—the problem 
not merely of the liquor traffic but of the 
liquor traffic after the failure of the eight- 
eenth amendment. The book is short, sim- 
ple, shrewd, and, though the authors state 
their own conclusions definitely, they have 
made it their principal business to explain 
and to clarify the main issues. 

The liquor problem after repeal can con- 
veniently be divided into two grand divi- 
sions. One is concerned with the system 
of regulation to be set up by the states 
when they recover their authority. The oth- 
er is concerned with the systems of taxation, 
Federal, state and local, which should be ap- 
plied to legalized liquor. It is with the sec- 
ond of these two divisions that we must 
most immediately deal. 

* - * 

For regulation is bound to be a subject of 
continued experiment by the states, and it 
is one of the advantages of repeal that it 
gives freedom to experiment. But taxation 
is in part a national question, it is urgent 
and the difference between a good and a bad 
system of taxation will affect not only the 
Government revenues but may determine 
how successfully the country can extermi- 
nate organized bootlegging. 

Messrs. Fosdick and Scott have, it seems 
to me, been especially clear-headed in their 
discussion of Federal taxation. Their essen- 
tial argument may be restated about as foi- 
lows: In levying taxes on liquor, we should 
like to do three things—to obtain as much 
money as possible for the Government, to 
drive the bootleggers out of business and to 

the consumption of hard liquor. 
If we did not have the bootlegging industry, 
very high taxes would produce much rev- 
enue and would also discourage consump- 
tion. But the bootlegger complicates the 
matter. If taxes are too high, he will con- 
tinue in business. Therefore, we have to 
make up our minds what it is that we wish 


_most to do. 


Messrs. Fosdick and Scott think the 


agree with them. But then it becomes ab- 


solutely essential that the price of legal 
liquor should be low enough to make it un- 
profitable for the bootlegger to compete. 
Messrs. Fosdick and Scott think that, to 
achieve this end, the price of beer ought to 
be reduced slightly; that ordinary wine 
should retail for from $1.50 to $2.50 a galion; 
that whisky, gin and other spirits should 
sell at $1.50 and up per quart. With prices 
at this level, they think that organized boot- 
legging would disintegrate. In choosing such 
relatively low prices, they frankly accept the 
conclusion that, until bootlegging is elimi- 
nated, it is impossible to discourage con- 
sumption by high taxes and high prices. 
They have estimated that, even at these 
low prices, a well-devised scheme of tax- 
ation should be able to derive $700,000,000 
a year from liquor, over and above the nor- 
mal taxes that liquor manufacturers and 
dealers would, as business men, have to pay. 
It is not quite clear to me how they have 


arrived at this estimate, but what is clear@ 


to me is that they have discovered a prin- 
ciple of taxation that will yield the greatest 
possible revenue and yet keep retail prices 
down. This is well worth examining. 

s * 

The usual way of taxing liquor is to 
charge the manufacturer a small, flat license 
fee (for beer, it is now $1000) and then put 
an excise tax (for beer, it is $5 a barrel) on 
the quantity he produces. Messrs. Fosdick 
and Scott point out thatthe excise tax is a 
sales tax which is passed on to the consum- 
er. The higher you make it, the higher will 
be the price to the consumer. They argue) 
therefore, that if we wish low prices to 
break up bootlegging, we must not lay high 
excise taxes. They would, therefore, reduce 
the excise tax on beer from $5 to $3: they 
would put the tax on wine at 40 cents a 
gallon and on spirits at $3 a proof gallon. 

Such a policy would take care of one part 
of the problem: that of keeping retail prices 
low. But by itself it woula, of course, de 
prive the Government of revenues that it 
could collect and that it ought to have. So 
they recommend that every manufacturer 
be made to pay also a special liquor profits 
tax, based on net income or on excess prof- 
its. Their argument is based on the prin- 
ciple, generally agreed to by economists, that 
income or profit taxes, except perhaps where 
there is a monopoly, cannot be passed on to 
the consumer. They are paid by the manvu- 
facturer. They do not affect prices. Such 
a tax, therefore, would bring back to the 
Government a large revenue which it could 
not obtain by excise taxes. 

The principle seems to me unmistakably 
sound. It provides the best means of com- 
bining low retail prices with as much rev- 
enue as the business will stand. By keeping 
prices low, the Government will be doing 
its best to return the liquor business to the 

manufacturers; by taxing their 
profits, it will be taking its share of the pro- 
ceeds. The proposal is not only ingeniousiy 
adapted to the problem of the bootlegger but 
is thoroughly consistent with the philosophy 
of the administration.

A New Dollar

N THE radio Sunday night, President 

Roosevelt gave definite indication that 
the dollar is to be actually devalued at some 
time in the future. Coupled with this, he 
announced a new mechanism for purchase or 
sale of gold in domestic and world markets 
by the R. F.C. Referring to “our ultimate 
goal, namely, the continued recovery of our 
commodity prices,” the President said: 

“As a further effective means to this end, 
I am going to establish a Government mar 
ket for gold in the United States. Therefore, 
under the clearly defined authority of exist 
ing law, I am authorizing the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation to buy gold newly 
mined in the United States at prices to be 
determined from time to time, after consu!ta- 
tion with the Secretary of the Treasury and 
the President. Whenever necessary to the 
end in view, we shall also buy or sel] gold in 
the world market.” 

Considering the emphasis here put upon 
“the end in view” for the sake of which 
the gold operations are to be undertaken, it 
is clear that the Government of the United 
States has accepted a gospel of the com 
modity dollar, which holds that the price of 
gold determines the price of other things 
This doctrine the President appears deter 
mined to render effective even to the extent 
of isolating our economy from that of the 
rest of the world.

“The Browns were not mentioned 
specifically in the will,” von Weise 
said, “but it is a valuable asset and 
we will try to do what we think 
Mr. Ball would have considered for 
the best interests of all concerned. 
Mr. McEvoy (L. C. McEvoy- vice- 
president) is out there at the of- 
fice and we have Mr. 
(Rogers Hornsby, 
the club can function and will do 
so. 
“My association with Mr. Ball in 
the baseball business was only in- 
cidental. I was in his organization 
primarily as an ice machinery and 
refrigeration man, so in the base- 
ball business I will have to feel my 
way, more or less. However, the 
organization exists to handle the 
Browns and there is the board of 
directors to decide any questions 
that may arise.” 

Von Weise asked for time when 
questioned as to whether he thought 
the estate would continue to oper- 
ate the club or put it on the market.

Cleveland High School students 
are headed for a big roundup to-

NEW COACH OF 
CLEVELAND FIVE 


Bert Fenenga, who for years has 
been the head coach of all major 
athletics at Cleveland High School, 
will not be in charge of the basket- 
ball team this year, according to an 
announcement made by Fenenga 
today. 

He will be succeeded by D. E. 
Frankenberger, who has been as- 
sistant coach in the past. 

Fenenga told the Post-Dispatch 
that he had asked to be relieved of 
his basketball duties last year and 
would have given up the work at 
that time had it not been for the 
fact that Cleveland had one of the 
poorest squads in many seasons. 

“It would have been a case of 
putting Frankenberger on the spot 
in his first year as a coach to turn 
such an outfit over to him,” said 
Fenenga, “so I agreed to handle 
the team one more season so that 
he wouldn’t have to start absolute- 
ly from scratch.” 

Fenenga first started coaching 
basketball at the South Side school 
in 1920. After five years of con- 
siderable success, he gave.up the 
court game unti] 1928, when he was 
urged to return. During his ten- 
ure, he twice has turned out an 
interscholastic championship team, 
once won the Missouri District title 
and again finished runner-up in the 
Mississippi Valley event, formerly 
sponsored by Washington Univer- 
sity.

MISSOURI OPEN 
SEASON ON DEER 


BEGINS; HUNTERS 
WEAR RED CAPS 


Hundreds of hunters took the 
field this morning, which saw the 
opening of the third three-day deer- 
hunting season in Missouri. The 
open season applies only to four- 
point (each antler) bucks. The le 
gal shooting season will end at sun- 


down Saturday. It began with sun- 


rise today. 

Among the nimrods who are in 
the field is Gov. Park and two com- 
panions who are hunting near 
Ellington, in Reynolds County. 

Jefferson City reports a larger 
number of applications for deer tags 
than last season, when more than 
2000 were issued. Only 162 deer 
were reported killed in 1932, ac- 
cording to the State Game Depart- 
ment, . 7 

Illegal to Shoot Doe. 

It is illegal to kill doe, only bucks 
with four points on each antler 
being eligible for the kill. Shot- 
guns are prohibited in hunting 
deer, except where a single ball car~- 
tridge is used. : | 

Approximately 150 men, includ- 
ing special wardens and regular en- 
forcement officers of the Game De- 
partment, have established camps 
in the deer-hunting areas to en- 
force regulations. 

The limit is one deer for the sea- 
son. Running the animals with 
dogs is prohibited. 

Violation of the State deer-hunt~ 
ing regulations is a felony, punish- 
able either by a two-year prison 
sentence, a 30-day jail sentence, or 
a fine of from $100 to 3500. 

A red hat—or at least red feathers 
in a hat that isn’t red—is supposed 
to be the signal to other hunters 
that the wearer isn’t a deer. Not 
a single fatality was reported last 
year, and red hats and red feathers 
were given much of the credit.

There was little short selling, but, 
at the same time, buyers were 
timid.

News of the Day. 

Banking circles were impressed 
with the relatively small advance 
in the gold price, some viewing the 
moderate increase as an indication 
of the conservative policy of the 
R. F. C.; at the same time, it was 
pointed out, it is apparent that, 
whatever ammunition may exist in 
the gold-manipulation, price-elevat- 
ing lever, the Government does not 
intend to exhaust the supply all 
at once. 

Just what Great Britain may be 
inclined to do about America’s gold 
price-fixing scheme was puzzling to 
some financial quarters. A few for- 
eign exchange experts believed Lon- 
don might attempt to checkmate 
the American move, in the event 
that it goes too far, through the 
use of the Bank of England’s huge 
equalization fund. Without co-oper- 
ation between the United States 
and England on gold prices, they 
feared the dollar-pound rates would 
continue to fluctuate widely. 

The Government's foreign trade 
figures for September, showing ex- 
ports of merchandise amounting to 
$160,000,000 compared with $132,- 
037,000 in the same 1932 month, 
were cheering to industrialists here. 
Merchandise imports in the same 
month, however, were not so en- 
couraging, the total of $147,000,000 
contrasting with $98,411, in Sep- 
tember last year Merchandise ex- 
ports for nine months amounted to 
$1,104,986,000 against $1,187,478,000 
in the 1932 periad, while imports 
were $1,037,112,000 as compared 
with $1,015,720,000 last year.

HOW CITY JOBLESS 
ESTIMATE IS MADE 


Questionnaires Sent to 1000 
Firms and Figure for All Is 
Based on Replies. 


The method used to estimate the 
number of unemployed in St. Louis 
and St. Louis County for the Citi- 
zens’ Committee on Relief and Un- 
employment was explained to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today by 
Irving Weissman, the committee's 
director of research. 

The most recent monthly esti- 
mate, that for September, shows a 
reduction of about 40,000 from the 
high tide of unemployment in Au- 


1932. 

Weissman said the method of ar- 
riving at the estimates was not 
fully satisfactory, but was used in 
the absence of any better method. 
The monthly fluctuations are based 
on voluntary reports obtained by 
the Federal Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics in a “sampling” process.* 

That is, the Labor Bureau each 
month sends a questionnaire to a 
selected list of St. Louis employers, 
asking for a report of the number 
of employes and amount of payroll, 
as compared with the preceding 
month. From the returns received, 
a percentage of increase or decrease 
of employment is calculated, and 
it is assumed this percentage holds 
good for the entire area. 

Questionnaires to 1000 Firms. 

The questionnaires are sent to 
about 1000 employers, and returns 
usually are received from not more 
than 75 per cent. For the purpose 
of estimating the trend in employ- 
ment, it is assumed this compara- 
tively small number of employers 
is representative of the whole. 

Employers in St. Louis include 
about 2500 manufacturing plants, 
1700 wholesale establishments and 
12,500 retail shops, a total of about 
16,700 establishments. Weissman 
said that of the reports from the 
various groups, those from the 
manufacturing group probably re 
flected most truly the actual em- 
ployment conditions in the group, 
for a number of reasons, one being 
that the manufacturing group was 
most fully represented in the list to 
which questionnaires are sent . 

The manufacturing  establish- 
ments normally employ about 41 
per cent of the gainful workers in 
the city, and the wholesale and re- 
tail establishments about 20 per

With this as a basis, the Citizens’ 
Committee accepted an estimate of 


475,000 as the normal number of 
gainful workers with the county 
area included. 

The figures show a strikingly 
large proportion of the total popula- 
tion normally gainfully employed, 
almost one-half. This is partly ex- 
plained by the fact that the census 
figured include all persons who 
work in any capacity for remunera- 
tion, and by the great increase in | 
number of women workers. 

As of Oct. 1, 1931, the Chamber 
of Commerce, on the basis of ex- 
tensive surveys, estimated the num- 
ber of unemployed in the city-coun- 
ty area at 125,000. Since then the 
percentage of increase or decrease 
found by the Labor Bureau survey 
has been used to revise the month- 
ly estimate of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—Disclo- 
sure to Senate investigators that 
Albert H. Wiggin made more than 
$10,000,000 by trading in stock of 
the Chase National Bank while he 
was its head drew a repudiation of 


the bank’s past policies today from 
its new management. 

After Ferdinand Pecora, counsel 
for the Senate Banking Committee, 
had shown the fortune made by} 
Wiggin, W. W. Aldrich, the pres- 
ent head of the bank, interrupted 
the proceedings with a statement 
promising there would be no “arti- l 
ficial market” in the bank’s stock 
so long as he was in charge of the 
institution. 

Aldrich later amended the state- 
ment to promise the market would 
not be affected by the operation of | 
trading accounts by affiliates of 
the bank. | 

The bank president’s statement 
was extemporaneous and followed 
the disclosures of Wiggin’s profits 
while the Chase Securities Corpora- 
tion, an affiliate of the bank, was 
engaging in pool operations in the 
bank stock. 

Aldrich’s Comment a Surprise. 

Aldrich’s statement, repudiating 
the policies of the man who sat 
beside him and preceded him in 
management of the bank, came as 
a surprise to committee members. 

Wiggin listened to Pecora’s state- 
ment of his profits and then said 
he could not verify the figures but 
did not. challenge them. Wiggin 
only two days ago gave up his re- 
tirement pension of $100,000 a year 
in the face of criticism. | 

Under close questioning by Pe- 
cora, Wiggin said the reason his 
personal corporation made $10,000,- 
000 in the bank stock while the 
Chase Securities Corporation’s op- 
erations were yielding only $156,- 
000 was a difference in the way 
they operated. 

After the recess, Aldrich told 
newspaper men: “I didn't know 
anything about half of that.” 

“Then it was as much a surprise 
to you as to us?” one of the re- 
porters asked. “It certainly was,” 
Aldrich replied. 

Pecora said the profits covered 
the five-year period, 1928 to 1932, 
when the Chase Securities Corpora- 
tion, an affiliate of the bank, was 
active in pools in the bank stock. 
The corporation's total profits were 
given as only $156,614 from the poal 
operations. 

Wiggin testified the Shermar 
Corporation, traded extensively in 
the open market in the stock. He 
added that two of his other con- 
cerns, the Murlyn and Clingston 
Co., Inc., also dealt materially in 
the bank stock during this period. 

“Are any pools in the bank stock 
existing today?” Senator2Couzens of 
Michigan asked. 

“Not that I know of,” Wiggin re- 
plied, 
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Record of Profits. 

Pecora said his.records showed 
Wiggin made the following profits 
from Chase stock during the five 
year period: Sherman Corpora- 
tion, $5,594,333; Murlyn Corporation, 
$386,161; Clingston Company, Inc., 
$4,445,000; total, $10,425,494. The 
Clingston operations: also covered 
the year 1927. ; 4 

Pecora asked why Wiggin’s com- 
Panies showed so much more profit| 
than the corporation's dealings. 

“My entire family holdings, in-|.
